Advertising Problems are sometimes overlooked by the collec- 
tor, a better dealer-collector briefing merits consideration. Orders 
are sometimes put in from ads of the previous issue, if the stock is 
on hand and if the prices haven’t changed the order may be accep- 
ted. But, usually the stock is exhausted and new stock was purchased 
at a higher price, thus the order is returned. We suggest orders be 
sent in as early as possible or before the next issue is due to avoid 
disappointment. An advertiser has about 15 days to get his ad 
together for the next issue. He must consider many factors in re- 
plenishing his stock and price sales. When writing for information 
be sure to enclose a self-addressed stamped envelope for a quick 
reply. Where postage and insurance is involved be sure to send a 
liberal amount, the excess is usually returned.

The minting of the new cent will begin January 2, 1959 and 
will be released in time for Lincoln’s Sesquicentennial birthday (150 
years) February 12, 1959. The Obverse will be the same, the reverse 
will show U.S. of America, E Pluribus Unum, the Lincoln Memorial 
and One cent. The design was submitted by the Phila, Mint sculptor 
Frank Gasspar. Our February Ist, issue will have a photo and full 
details of the new design.

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NUMISMATIC 
QUESTION - ANSWER BOX

Q. What is a pattern? E. H., Aberdeen, Washington 

A. The term pattern covers several kinds of coins. 

Pattern Pieces Specimens having a design for a coin other than 
that in use, or specimens of an accepted design but bearing a date 
prior to the year they were first coined for circulation. 

Experimental Pieces — coins struck from regular dies in an ex- 
perimental alloy. 

Trial Pieces —- Impressions from regular or experimental dies in 
soft metal to try out the die. 


Q. What is a chipped planchet? — M. G., Ont., Canada 

A. A chipped planchet coin is a type of mint error. The chip is 
usually round since the planchet is often cut into by the punch 
stamping out the disks for coinage. Chipped planchets aren’t very 
popular and collectors are cautioned when buying them because 
there are many fakes. 


Q. What is the Blind Man’s Nickel? 


A. The Famous 1882 “Blind Man’s Nickel” is a pattern coin a!- 
though it is not listed by Adams-Woodin. The design on the obverse 
is the same as the 1866 Shield Nickel; the reverse is the same as 
the Shield Nickel of 1883. The coin could be identified by feel be- 
cause of bars which appear on the edge. There are 3 pieces of this 
coin known to exist. 


Q. How was the 1955 Double Shift cent made? 
hocken, Pa. 


A. This coin was made with a die that was struck twice with the 
master hub, not with two blows from the die on the coin as sxme 
people believe. When the dies are being prepared they receive a 
series of blows with a master die, or hub. Apparently this 1955 die 
shifted after the first blow and was truck again at a different angle.

Q. I have heard of an 1837 token half cent. If this coin was struck 
by the mint why is it a token? 


A. The 1837 token half cent wasn’t issued by the mint. It is 
just a hard times token and is listed as such in “Hard Times Tox- 
ens’ by Low. This token is one of the many non-mint issues or even 
non coins that have been worked into coin collections that have no 
place there. Here is a brief description of the piece. Obverse: Eagle 
holding olive branch and some arrows with words; U.S. Standard 
Weight & Value 1837. Reverse: Words; Half cent worth of Pure 
copper. 


I received a note from the well known author of several numis- 
matic references, Walter Breen, suggesting that I make the follow- 
ing remarks about what appeared in this column in the November 
issue.

PAPER MONEY ROUND-UP 
“MICKEY MOUSE MONEY” OF W.W. II 
By Harold Don Allen 

_ Much of the world’s paper money possesses an innate dignity 
which is striking to behold. You see it in the heavy lathwork, the 
classical vignette and the antiquated wording proud traditions of 
a monetary past. You know it in the “look” of money, the “feel” of 
money, an indescribable “something” that serves to tell the genuine 
from the counterfeit note. Yet, I have before me, as I write this, two 
bills which would seem to contradict every phrase I have written. 
They. are one pound notes of the Japanese Government, lithographed 
for circulation in captured Pacific islands with sterling currencies 
in World War II. One is counterfeit, and a crude job at that. The 
other I believe to be genuine. Even under the close examination of 
a hand microscope, it would be difficult to vouch without close 
comparison which is which. The paper is low-grade. The design 
lacks sharpness and intricacy, and the whole note gives evidence of 
being cheaply and hurriedly produced. 

This is Japan’s occupation currency of World War II as best 
known to paper money collectors, a series of lithographed notes in 
pesos, guiden, dollars, and rupees, tailored to fit the currency habits 
of Pacific territories occupied during the conflict, often backed by 
not so much as a promise to pay, and scorned by those upon whom 
they were forced. Yet, to the collector, these series can be interest- 
ing in thir paradoxes: overly plentiful, and yet in a number of vari- 
eties very scarce; crudely produced and with no date, signatures or 
numbers, yet occasionally finely engraved and numbered in full; 
poe and yet fascinating when given the attention they perhaps 

eserve. 
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The lithographed “occupation” issues, here under discussion, 
should not be confused with the home island Yen notes of the war 
years, which reflect a long, fine tradition of distinguished Japanese 
bank note art, nor with the overprinted and modified issues for 
Japanese troops. The occupation notes are perhaps best known in 
their fractional values, and especially in their Philippine (‘‘peso’’) 
and Malayan (‘dollar’) releases. The Malayan denomination leads 
to the oft-quoted mis-statement that the series was dreamed up for 
U.S. invasion, a theory that the tropical “vignettes” promptly dis- 
prove. The Philippine values were a crude aftermath to the fine 
steel-engraved pesos of the U.S. Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
known in the islands for decades: ““Mickey Mouse money” was one 
of the derisive phrases for the occupation notes. 

The general “mass-produced” effect shows up strikingly in the 
reuse of denomination devices and vignettes. Thus, the ten dollar 
of Malaya and the ten gulden for the Indies are identical except for 
their inscriptions. The Burma series all employ the temple vignette 
on % rupee and higher notes. Similarities - and duplicates - prove 
even more evident on fractional releases. 

Serial numbers — and steel engraving — are generally associ- 
ated with the first occupation series for the Philippines, depicting 
on all denominations the Rizal monument. Yet the ‘dollars’ of 
Malaya also from time to time are to be seen with black serial num- 
bers following the ever-present code letters. The note illustrated is 
the blue-green $10, bears the elusive digits, and is steel engraved. 
The accepted point of view is that the quality, numbered notes were 
the first issue, soon worn out and replaced by the more crude bills. 
A complete set of the lithographed issue for Malaya, 1¢ to $1000, 
has sold for $1, and $2 seems the current asking price. Many, obvi- 
ously, came into Allied hands as formerly occupied territories were 
retaken. 

Higher denominations in several series, nonetheless, are dis- 
tinctly scarce, and the rupees for Burma (some say India), the 
guiden for the Dutch possessions and the sterling units for the 
British islands (some even claim Australia!) are challenging to 
collect. Here is another numismatic area where you can browse, 
collect as you will, and study a chapter of recent history — while 
building a fascinating note accumulation at very little cost.

“Not Worth A Billion” 


(Concise Treatise on Ancient 
Egyptian Money) 


by Clarence Fink 


When disgruntled Americans 
during the Revolutionary war 
cursed their near worthless bank- 
notes, and referred to cheap and 
valueless items as “not worth a 
Continental,” they were merely 
repeating what irate first and 
second century Egyptian traders 
and buyers repeated countless 
times in the past when they men- 
tioned their specie the “‘billon,” a 
tetradachm of alloyed silver and 
copper minted at Alexandria. 


The status of Egypt at that 
time, subjugated by Rome, was 
an enviable one for the conquered 
province, as they were allowed 
the rare priviledged distinction of 
producing their own special cur- 
rency. Though Roman gold was 
tops throughout the ancient world, 
there’s no record of any of its 
silver or bronze coins ever hav- 
ing circulated in Egypt prior to 
260 A.D, Along with the billons, 
large Egyptian bronze disks sup- 
plied the demands of the populace 
for small change. 


Through the previous century 
it had been an imperial bad habit 
to tamper severely with the qual- 
ity of metal until eventually it 
drove the actual value of Egyp- 
tian money to practically nil. 
Bronze was soon replaced with 
lead, with the billons almost fad- 
ing away by being reduced to 
not more than two percent silver. 
Probably the main reason for the 
deterioration of the billon was 
not so much the greed of autoc- 
racy, as the blunt fact that the 
supply of silver was much lower 
than the general demand. The 
principal source of silver came 
from the mines of Laurium, which 
were fast becoming worked out. 


Counterfeiters of Egypt didn’t 
suffer the usual penalty of death 
which was meted out wholesale 
to people who committed various 
major and minor crimes, first 
made sure the offenders wouldn’t 
pass any more of their spurious 
money by lopping off both hands 
of the criminals, making them 
living examples for others who 
might be tempted to facsimilate 
the regular coins of the realm. 


Of special interest to coin col- 
lectors and students of ancient 
Egypt, was the coin of the Rom- 
an Emperor Hadrian (117-138) 
who spent most of his foreign 
traveling throughout the Egyp- 
tian provinces of his empire dis- 
playing lberality, political wis- 
dom, and love of fine art. On this 
coin appears the inscription — 
“Hadrian Augustus, Consul 3d 
time, Father of the Country. 
Round the head of the emperor, 
and on the reverse, an emblem of 
the Nile - strong man surrounded 
by boys, representing the districts 
of Egypt, Sphinx and Crocodile, 
with S C for Decree of the Senate. 


SAY YOU SAW IT IN THE FLYING EAGLET 


In the last year of the reign of 
Gallienus, Zenobia, Queen of Pal- 
myra, once an ally of Rome, 


marched into Egypt and decisive- 
ly defeated the armies Gallienus 
sent against her, and conquered 
the Roman province. Zenobia 
claimed she was the true decen- 
dant of Cleopatra and won the 
support of a strong Egyptian 
army. Aurelian at first recognized 
Zenobia as his colleague in the 
empire, and some of the Alexan- 
dria coins of this period high- 
light his head on one side, and 
the head of this Palmyrene queen 
on the other. Soon afterwards 
Aurelian warred against her, 
defeated and captured this re- 
nowned woman warrior, Egypt 
once more becoming a Roman 
province. 


During the reign of the Ptole- 
mies of Egypt there was estab- 
lished an iron-clad monopoly of 
coinage. Absolutely no foreign 
coins of any size or value were 
allowed to be circulated. Foreign- 
ers entering the country with 
their nation’s currency were 
forced to give it up to the Egyp- 
tian Coinage authorities who then 
reminted the metal into Ptolo- 
maic money. Having an abundant 
supply of copper, and the native 
population being used to the type 
of currency, they accepted the 
same as standard value. Thus 
Egypt by its deliberate currency 
isolation, seperated itself from 
the rest of the Hellenistic world. 


Specie from Ptolemaic mints 
was plentiful because silver and 
gold coins make up large part 
of our collections today along 
with the copper issues. Egyptian 
gods decorated the heavy copper 
coins which were the most popu- 
lar money for the natives. Most 
citizens were unfamiliar with sil- 
ver, but accepted the same and 
treated it like bullion. Philadel- 
phus (Ptolemy II) of Egypt de- 
sired to put silver and gold specie 
out of use to the common Egyp- 
tian so that these two metals 
could be hoarded by royalty, and 
used by kings for their own use. 
Practically no gold disks were 
used for home trade. The beauti- 
ful issues, the pentadrachms (tri- 
chrysa) of Soth the octodrachms 
(mnaeia) and totradrachms of 
Philadelphms and Arsinel were 
nicely struck for the ruling roy- 
alty, and were used mainly for 
international exchange in foreign 
commerce. These attractive items 
were passed carefully among im- 
portant outsiders to impress them 
with their sheer, barbaric splen- 
der of wealth. 


For the handling and exchange 
of gold coins, a special, royal 
Mint official from Alexandria 
handled all worn out specie for 
recoining. No banks or private 
money changers were allowed to 
handle gold currency. This con- 


stantly aroused the ire of foreign | 


traders and merchants who had 
to sit out a slow, red-tape process 
of coin remintage, 








money previous to the Ptolemaic 
Egypt had circulated in large 
quantities both foreign and Egyp- 
tian, but only the upper crust 
benefited as the natives used the 
barter system. 


Some of the bronze pieces of 
the Ptolemies were actually ten 
times as heavy as the English 
penny, while gold topped the 
British sovereign three and a half 
times in weight. The splendor of 
the gold specie speaks well for 
the abundance of the metal that 
must have been dug from the 
mountains between the Red Sea 
and the Nile. Since there were no 
banks in which to deposit their 
money, the ancients invariably 
used jars to tuck away coins for 


a rainy day, and this fact ac- 
counts for most of the finds. 
About twenty years ago one of 
these treasure troves was un- 
earthed near Kench in Upper 
Egypt. In this numismatie dis- 
covery, there were five gold and 


two hundred silver coins, all in 
nearly perfect condition with tiny 
patches of gray silver oxide on 
the gold from the integrating sur- 
faces of the silver coins which 
suggested they had lain together 
since 144 B.C. In another impor- 
tant find were representations of 
the uraeus of Egypt, the same 
serpent that erects itself above 
the Pharaonic crown. On one coin 
a male cobra stood erect upon his 
tail, and on another a female was 
just as erect on hers, A third coin 
bore the male and female ser- 
pents facing each other.

coins are like picture 
of the past, carrying 
and authoritive value. 
We learn much from our study 
of them, and find that the Ptole- 
maic Phoraohs were greatly 
proud of their Macedonian pro- 
files. Berenice the beautiful was 
possessed of a Greek look, and a 
straight, pointed nose highlighted 
her facial expression. Ptolemaic 
coin carving featured the _ re- 
nowned center piece on the back 
of most of their issues bearing 
the impressive Macedonian eagle, 
straight, erect, defiant, its claws 
grasping a sheaf of thunderbolts 
as all feathered creatures of Zeus 
the Thunderer should The 
sharp, artistic display of wings, 
breast, neck and legs is the an- 
cient fore runner of the American 
eagle on the ten dollar gold pieces 
and the die cutting of that era 
matches the best our modern en- 


do. 


gravers produce today, and in 
some cases surpasses it.

Proofs from “Down Under” 

Capture Canadian’s Fancy 
By Harold Don Allen 


Gon. chuck Martin: of the 
Sudbury, Ontario, Coin Shop, 
thinks he can go the rest of the 
collecting fraternity one better 
when it comes to the latest inter- 
est in “frosted’”’ proofs. He can 
show you Australia’s big frosted 
copper penny, a 1957 proof from 
Perth Mint and he considers 
it the most beautiful coin struck 
anywhere and bearing that date. 

Mr. Martin likes his Australian 
coinage both as a dealer and as a 
collector — we met him at his 
bourse at the September C.N.A. 
Convention in Ottawa — but his 
frosted penny is the only one he 
has seen, and is not for sale. 

Australian coinage, based on 
the shillings and pence of Britain, 
though there is talk of conver- 
sion, is attractively designed and 
expertly struck. Limited quanti- 
ties of proof sets and select un- 
circulateds have been released 
since 1955, some say 1954, Mr. 
Martin reports. Proof coins come 


at a premium of two shillings 
per coin, select uncirculateds at 
six pence premium each. Mr. 


Martin has been informed by a 
correspondent ‘down under” that 
the selects really are rejected 
proofs —- and he says that exam- 
ination seems to show this to be 
the case. 

The ten sets of 1957 Australian 
proofs Mr. Martin took with him 
to Ottawa were gone in a few 
hours, at $5 a set. The florin (2/-), 


shilling, 6d and 3d were from 
Melbourne mint, with the big 
copper penny from Perth. 

Mr. Martin collects the Aus- 
tralian series by dates, trading 
with several collectors on this 


continent and overseas. No cata- 
logue is available, but he consid- 
ers the June Numismatist listing 
of pennies revealing and valuable. 
He finds far more satisfaction in 
Australian series than in inflated 
North American decimal series- 
“far beyond the means of the 
father of five children.” 

Mr. Martin’s shop is at 510 Ted- 
man Avenue in Sudbury, and he 
will be pleased to correspona with 
other collectors interested in 


Australian numismatic series.

At the death of Alexander in 
323 B.C., a standard measure for 
coinage was called the Attic 
which became well established 
throughout eastern Mediterran- 
ean nations. This standard in- 
cluded gold and silver, and the 
metals ratio to one another was 
10:1, or 20 silver drachmae (5 
tetradrachms of 1715 grammes) 
equalled one gold stater, a did- 
rachm weighing 8.575 gm.) Then 
about 312 there was a gradual 
change to the Phoenician stan- 
dard which was a combined issue 
of gold pentadrachms and tetra- 
drachms, This Phoenician stand- 
ard continued to regulate coin 
production until the conquest of 
Egypt by Rome, though Ptolemy 
the Second made a further change 
in denomination. 

Ptolemy Soter of Egypt at first 
copied the same monetary prin- 
ciples of Alexander, and struck 
off the same silver and gold spe- 
cie of Attic rating which was 
used by the entire Hellenistic 
world. Then in a sudden reversal 
of policy initiated an altered 
standard which created lighter 
silver coins with the object in 
mind to adjust these issues to the 
prevailing prices of the precious 
metal, which was rapidly rising 
while that of gold was lowering, 
and for a time Soter’s policy was 
popular. Later he lessened the 
weight of his silver coins to the 
point which was identical with 
that used in the Phoenician cities, 
and this standard was accepted 
and used until the end of the 
Ptolemaic reign. 

The Phoenician cities of Tyre, 
Sidon, Gaza, Joppa, Ptolemais- 
Ake set up mints that issued this 


new coinage, and coins from these | 


mints can be classified by the 
mint marks, and by the special 
form given the name of the mon- 
arch. In the 25th year of Soter’s 
reign, the title Soter appears on 
Phoenician coinage as the title 
of the First Ptolemy. 

Ptolemy the Second’s queen 
must have been a remarkable 
woman because no royal female 
of the Ptolemaic rule until the 
last, Cleopatra, ever weilded great- 
er political influence. Cn the coins 
she took her place beside her hus- 
band, and had a statue of herself 
at the Odeum at Athens where 
the series of Egyptian Kings was 
set up. 

Queen Hatshepsut, often called 
the Queen Elizabeth of Egyptian 
history, was the wife of Tothmes 
III, who was one of the first 
kings to make war across the 
Isthmus of Suez, utilized many 
things as money. Taxes were 
collected in gold and silver, grain, 
rolls, of linen, cattle, gold neck- 
laces, copper and electrum which 
was used mainly in building dec- 
orations. In making the great 
temple balance for weighing the 
offerings to their all powerful 
god Re at Heliopolis, nearly two 
hundred and twelve pounds of 
gold, and four hundred and sixty- 
one pounds of silver were con- 
sumed. The quantity of metal in 








personal ornaments was 
adjusted with a view 
serving as ready made ornaments 
of currency. 

Almost from the start, gold 
and silver were the universal 
choice for the most popular met- 
allic substance over the common- 
er bronze and iron for monetary 
standard, though the latter two 
for awhile had their period of 


acceptance. Durable, portable, 
easily divisible, with a _ great 
power of resisting destruction, 


gold and silver in due time came 
into their own in ancient Egypt, 
and also throughout the ancient 
world. 


It is hard to believe that though 
the Greeks employed slaves to 
work in their money-making 
mints, the Ptolemies were against 
slavery in Egypt. They allowed 
it to a certain extent, but im- 
posed special regulations and 
heavy taxes on slave owners, be- 
cause they didn’t want foreign 
slaves to compete with Egyptian 
natives. 


To Ptolemy I goes the numis- 
matic honor of being the first 
person to have his portrait im- 
pressed on a coin. It took real 


courage to defy the centuries’ old | 


superstition that only the gods 
should have their places on cur- 
rency, and that sudden death by 


ligthening awaited the first of- | 


fender who would dare such an 
evil. Even a man as brave as 
Alexander the Great hadn't un- 


dertaken such a dangerous task. | 


But Ptolemy feared _ nothing, 


human or spiritual, as he was one) 
of, if not the most trusted officer | 


of Alexander. It was he who built 
the great city of Alexandria, and 
kept the body of his revered gen- 
eral preserved in honey, and en- 
tombed it with great pomp and 
ceremony that might herald that 
of an ancient Egyptian god. Ptol- 
emy contributed much to science, 
literature, and art, but also he 
set a new style in coin portrait- 
ure that was copied for centuries 
later. 

In the old kingdom of Egypt, 
transactions involving great val- 
ues, gold and copper rings of a 


often |

fixed weight were exchanged as| 


money. This ring currency is the 


world’s oldest known method of | 


purchase, and silver by far out- 
ranked gold in value. These rings, 
known as ‘“Deben”’ weighed three 
and one quarter ounces which 
was considered standard. 
were constantly used up to the 
time of the Ptolemies. 

During the persian occupation 
of Egypt, coined money was in- 
troduced. Aryandes, who was 
governor of Egypt under Cam- 
byses and Darius, struck silver 
coins in imitation of the gold 
Dariecs of his sovereign, in which 
act of presumption he was con- 
demned to death. Though stamp- 
ed money was not used by the 
ancient Egyptians, there is evi- 
dence that weights and measures 
were invented by them long be- 
fore the Greeks existed as a 
nation.
